Cost of Tax 
Collecting in 
State Is Low 


Little Rock, July 15—(/F)—The cost 


of sta'te tax collections dropped to 
an all-time low during the fiscal 
year ended last tine sp, Arkansas 
Revenue Commissioner 
Otho A. 


Cook reported today. 


Cook said that for each dollar 


collected the state spent 1.8 cents, 
compared to 2.02 cents in the pre- 
vious fiscal year—which then was 
an all-time low. 


In collecting the $60,565,953 last 


fiscal year, the revenue 
depart- 
ment spent $1,110,199, Cook said. 
Of the latter figure, Cook said, $20,- 
504 was for refund of taxes collect- 
ed that'were not due. The1 cOst col- 
lections in 1944 was 2.6 cents and 
in 1945, 2.45 cents. 


Cook said tnat collections 
this 


year probably would cost even lejs 
than last year and that, if the leg- 
islature had given him the 29 ad- 
ditional auditors he had sought, the 
cost of collections would be, below 
1 percent. 
• "Forty percent of the sales tax 
paid by the consumers to the mer- 
chants is not going into the treas- 
ury simply because we do not have 
the men to audit those accounts," 
Cook asserted. 


"We could increase the gasoline

Cost of Tax 
Collecting in 
State Is Low 


Little Rock, July 15—(/F)—The cost 


of sta'te tax collections dropped to 
an all-time low during the fiscal 
year ended last tine sp, Arkansas 
Revenue Commissioner 
Otho A. 


Cook reported today. 


Cook said that for each dollar 


collected the state spent 1.8 cents, 
compared to 2.02 cents in the pre- 
vious fiscal year—which then was 
an all-time low. 


In collecting the $60,565,953 last 


fiscal year, the revenue 
depart- 
ment spent $1,110,199, Cook said. 
Of the latter figure, Cook said, $20,- 
504 was for refund of taxes collect- 
ed that'were not due. The1 cOst col- 
lections in 1944 was 2.6 cents and 
in 1945, 2.45 cents. 


Cook said tnat collections 
this 


year probably would cost even lejs 
than last year and that, if the leg- 
islature had given him the 29 ad- 
ditional auditors he had sought, the 
cost of collections would be, below 
1 percent. 
• "Forty percent of the sales tax 
paid by the consumers to the mer- 
chants is not going into the treas- 
ury simply because we do not have 
the men to audit those accounts," 
Cook asserted.

Cost of Tax 
Collecting in

Little Rock, July 15—(/F)—The cost 


of sta'te tax collections dropped to 
an all-time low during the fiscal 
year ended last tine sp, Arkansas 
Revenue Commissioner 
Otho A.

At that time, Frank Marlow had 


been muideied in the traditional 
way He was a New Yoik gang- 
ster and bootlegger of the prohibi- 
tion eia He had operated prize- 
fighters including Johnny 
Wilson, 


for a time the middleweight cham- 
pion, 
slot 
machines 
and 
night 
clubs, in New Yoik and Boston 
The most notorious of these was 
the Silver Slippei 
in New Yoik 


which was the professional cradle 
of some of the most distinguished 
radio artists of the present day. 
He had owned a few lace hoises 
and raced them and was a heavy 
bettor. He had deserted his wife. 
His reputation was 
bad 
except 


among those who admire lacke 
teers. On June 24 
Marlow 
was 


found dying at the gate of a ceme- 
tery with three bullets in his head. 


Sullivan admired him laptuious- 
ly, he wrote "Along 
Broadway 


they are selling extras telling of 
Frank Marlow's death, 
and 
yet 
some of us almost expect to see 
his fine eyes crinkle in a pleased 
smile and to hear his cherry "Hello 
Pardner,' a salutation that was not 
paralleled on Broadway for pure 
warmth of feeling, x x x To some, 
Frank Marlow was a racketeer, be- 
yond the pale of society, x x x To 
us, who rejoiced in his friendship, 
he was an eager impulsive, loyal

tionship between one phase of our 
journalism and the undenvoild of 
the entertainment trades I lefct 
now to a tribute to a departed pal 
written by Ed Sullivan, the chief 
pundit of the Ifew York Daily News 
in this realm, when he was simi- 
larly employed by the late New 
York Giapic in June, 1929 


At that time, Frank Marlow had 


been muideied in the traditional 
way He was a New Yoik gang- 
ster and bootlegger of the prohibi- 
tion eia He had operated prize- 
fighters including Johnny 
Wilson, 


for a time the middleweight cham- 
pion, 
slot 
machines 
and 
night 
clubs, in New Yoik and Boston 
The most notorious of these was 
the Silver Slippei 
in New Yoik 


which was the professional cradle 
of some of the most distinguished 
radio artists of the present day. 
He had owned a few lace hoises 
and raced them and was a heavy 
bettor. He had deserted his wife. 
His reputation was 
bad 
except 


among those who admire lacke 
teers. On June 24 
Marlow 
was 


found dying at the gate of a ceme- 
tery with three bullets in his head. 


Sullivan admired him laptuious- 
ly, he wrote "Along 
Broadway 


they are selling extras telling of 
Frank Marlow's death, 
and 
yet 
some of us almost expect to see 
his fine eyes crinkle in a pleased 
smile and to hear his cherry "Hello 
Pardner,' a salutation that was not 
paralleled on Broadway for pure 
warmth of feeling, x x x To some, 
Frank Marlow was a racketeer, be- 
yond the pale of society, x x x To 
us, who rejoiced in his friendship, 
he was an eager impulsive, loyal 
fiiend To sit at a table in a night 
club to watch his 
eyes 
sparkle 


with pleasure, to hear him gently 
teasing the little blonde-haired girl 
with whom he was head over heels 
in love, to observe the solicitude 
svith which he looked after each 
one of his guests —" 


A news clipping of 
about 
the 
same date reports that Marlow's 
wife 
at 
their 
small, 
suburban 
home, stated that he 
had 
been 
home only twice in ten years. 


"He belonged, by preference to 
the aristocracy of the rackets," his 
eulogist continues, "and yet he had 
qualities of mind and emotion that 
set him apart fvom the ordinary 
run of us. In danger he had sharp- 
ened his sense of loyalty to a fine 
edge, in stiess he had learned that 
of all eaithly things fuendship is 
the most highly prized and care- 
fully . protected. Ht had detected 
the futility of sham and pose. Per 
haps his talents and courage could 
have been turned to better account 
but loyalty, thoughtfulness, gentle- 
ness are prized wherever they are 
found. Th headlines shriek 
that 
he knew Rothstein, that he was an 
intimate of Capono. Our hearts tell 
us that we have lost a fiiend and 
whole-souled comiade, la paidnei. 
in the complete sense of the word, 
an ace." 


"Money" however, "meant very 


little 
to him," Sullivan 
wrote, 
though a little of it 
of 
course, 
might have meant much to the wife 
of this 
loyal 
merry, 
generous, 


whole-souled comrade, "and girls 
meant even less except the lovely 
little toe-dancer he adored." 


Mr. Sullivan closed on the 
con- 


ventional 
"Green-be-the-sod-abovc 
yez" note. 


"Goodbye Frank, and God bloss- 
you," he sobbed after one of the 
most brutal' racketeers of his time 
in New York. And his adulation 
continues down to the present fur 
only the other day he fell to recall- 
ing a brave moment when Marlow 
slapped the late

across the mouth for swearing in

America Must Help Friends 
or See Them Drift Over to 
Russian Side, Says Marsha!!

AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 
That'was a stern warning 
re- 
garding the dangers of the Euro- 
pean crisis ' which Secretary 
of 
St/ite Marshall gave us in his 
ad- 
dress before tne conference 
of 
governors at Salt Lake City. 
"There is no blinking the 
fact 
that this country now stands at a 
turning point in its relations to its 
traditional friends among the na- 
tions of the old world," said Mar- 
shall. "Either it must 
finish 
the 
task of assisting those countries to 
adjust themselves to the changed 
demands of a new age, or it must 
reconcile itscll .to 
seeing 
them 
move in directions which are con- 
sistent neither with their own, 


"In the later case the 
United 
States would be faced with a rad- 
ical alteration of its own position in 
the world. I ask you to 
consider 


most carefully the implications of 
such a development for the future 
prosperity and 
security 
of 
our 
country." 


The General has left us to dot the 
I's and cross the T's, but thats not 
difficult. If we don't help the still 
regain their feet, 
they 
will 
be 


brought under Russia's commun- 
ist domination. Thus America will 
be cut from her old friends. 
Her 


security, 
both economically 
and 
military will be weakened. 
But that's only a snap-shot of 
the threat. Europe's economic cri- 
sis is by no means due Solely to the 
ravages of war. 
a 
fundamental 


fact which a lot of folk fail to rea- 
lize is that Europe in particular, 
and the eastern hemisphere in gen- 
eral, are in the throes of the com- 
munist world-revolution which Was 
projected back in the days of the 
Bolshevist upheaval of 1917 
and 
only now is in full swing, 


Professional observers even be- 


fore the last war recognized 
the 
idea of world-revolution as a card- 
inal goal of Russian communism. 
It was held up pending the strengh 
ing of the Soviet Union economical- 
ly and militarily. This was achiev- 
ed in the 
successive 
five 
year 
plans carried out by Marshall Sta- 
lin. 


Meantime, observers were giving 
the Moscow regime credit for fore- 
seeing that another general war 
was brewing. This war would pro- 
vide the chaos which would be fav- 
orable to the inauguration of the 
world drive for the expansion 
of 
communism 
under 
direction of 


the Cominten in Moscow.
